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What is Holiness? 
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HAVE already tried to make it clear that a 

great deal more than mere freedom from sin 

is meant by the word religion. Yet 1 cannot 
repeat too emphatically that our success or failure 
in religion depends upon our attitude towards sin. 

1 am addressing myself to converted people, 
and they have a more definite vision of sin than 
has the rebellious sinner. They are not likely to 
make the mistake of thinking that sin must mean 
murder, theft, or immorality. There are many 
people in the world who think that there is no sin 
apart from crime! 

A holy man has said, "Sin is any thought, word, 
action, omission, or desire contrary to the will of 
God." Paul says, '"Whatsoever is not of faith is 
sin." God's people should accept no lower defin- 
ition of sin than this. 

Faith is our link with God's command" to us. 
By faith we hear His voice. By faith we 3ee His 
beckoning hand. 

"The Handbook of Doctrine" tells us: 

"Faith makes eternal things real to us, and is 
the means by which spiritual needs are met. Faith 
is to the soul what the senses and other powers are 
to the body. Just as sight, hearing, and feeling 
bring us into touch with earthly things and con- 
vince us of their reality, so faith brings us into 
touch with God, and convinces us of His reality. 
By faith we take as our own the help and blessing 
provided for us by God." 

Are you living up to the standard that "What- 
soever is not of faith is sin"? When, in the light 
of God's will, you survey your thought-life, your 
business life, your life in the home, are you free 
from condemnation? 

Is the enemy of souls deluding you to believe 
that your spiritual state is healthy, although in 
business dealing you allow yourself a certain amount 
of license, excusing yourself with the admission 
that, "in business it ib necessary to be diplomatic, 
even occasionally to the extent of dishonesty; and 
when one must tell lies in the interests of business, 
one can excuse oneself on the ground of necessity." 

Alasl alasl some lovers of the Lord think that 
religion has no bearing upon the practical affairs 
of life. They do not perceive sin in prevarication. 
They do not see that sin triumphs when self- 
interest sacrifices truth or honesty. "The Devil has 
no stauncher ally than want of perception. 

A young man who claimed the blessing of Holi- 
ness in an Army Meeting realized at once that he 
must bring all his business dealings into harmony 
with this higher life. As a commercial traveler he 
had regularly been allowed more money for ex- 
penses than was necessary, and had added the sur- 
plus amount to his persona] income. No flagrant 
dishonesty was involved, because those to whom 
he was responsible understood that he did this. 
When he began to draw less money for expenses, 
his employers asked the reason why, and on receiv- 
ing his explanation they altered the method of pay- 
ment and raised his wages. 

Perhaps 1 shall not touch upon your particular 
falling short of righteousness in so many words, 
but I want to bring you to see that everything with- 
in you that is not "of faith," not according to Gcd*=

command to you. is sin. God will not rejoice over 
you while any remnant of sin lurks, however dis- 
guised, within your heart. He will rejoice over you 
with unspeakable rejoicing when He sees His work 
complete within you. 

If you love God — even if your heaTt is but be- 
ginning to open responsively towards Him — you 
will strive to see sin, especially in your own heart, 
as He sees it. Then you will detest sin as enmity 
against God, and not merely as that which will 
shut you out of Heaven. 

What a picture Jesus drew of the Pharisee who 
stood up in the Temple thanking God that he was 
not as other men, or even as the publican praying 
near him. Clad in self-satisfaction, it was impos- 
sible for this leader of the people to see the sins 
of his heart — the pride, the selfishness, the spiritual 
blindness which kept him out of the presence of 
God. 

But in deep repentance and overwhelmingly 
conscious of sin within, the publican who stood near 
him prayed, "God be merciful to me a sinner 1" 
He had a growing sense of God's presence and 
God's will, and therefore an increasing perception 
of the hatefulness of sin in God's sight, and God 
heard His prayer and granted his request. 

Sin can only be vanquished by the power of 
God. A^vtle sinner, fearing the publicity and dis- 
grace which may overtake him if he indulges in his 
cruelty or lust, may succeed out of self-love in bridl- 
ing his passions; but that will not mean the cleans- 
ing of his sinful nature, but rather that "sins of 
recklessness have been changed for sins of pru- 
dence." 

The first step to Holiness is a realization of the 
hatefulness of sin, and a conviction that Divine 
Power can conquer sin. Divine Power alone can 
make us holy. St. Paul wanted his Convert^ to 
understand this when he wrote, "Be strong in the 
Lord and in the power of His might" (Eph, 6:10). 
The powers of the universe, though only to a limit- 
ed extent understood even by the most inquiring 
mind, compel our wonder.

THIRDLY: Let there be no spirit of compromise with 
worhlliness of any hind, shape or form. Oppose it 
strenuously and consistently. At the same time sec that 
the children are not. obliged to seek their own pleasures. 
Be the choosers as well as Ihe providers of all clean, hon- 
orable pastimes. Be their constant companion in all their 
games and pleasures. Companionship in their physical , 
and mental recreate u will, in a measure, ensure yo:i of 
their 'confidence in spiritual/trials. 

FOURTHLY: Keep in mind that it is the Spirit of 
God alone that can affeel a change in the spiritual nature 
of your children, and without this "change" we have at 
the best only a "refined brute" lhat is liable to revert at 
any lime to" its original condition and possibly become 
worse.

PLATINUM DEPOSITS 

SOUTH. AFRICA in coming into its 
own as a land of valuable de- 
posits. Added to it* diamond and 
radium mines ia tho possibility of a 
large store of platinum. 

Dr. Percy A. Wagner, of the geo- 
logical survey office at Pretoria, 
South Africa, reports that discoveries 
■ of platinum made in the Autumn of 
192-1 are economically Important, De- 
posits which uavu been located are of 
enormous extent, but only a limited 
area is conelnaively proved rich 
enough In platinum to be profitably 
exploited. Dr. Wagner points out, 
however, that the samples which have 
been taken oti the surface or imme- 
diately below It may indicate richer 
ore hidden deeper. 

"The value of the deposit cannot 
be estimated until a number of 
shafts are sunt to, say, 20 feet below 
the surface and samples of the rock 
systematically taken," he states. 

The deposits of the Lydenburg dis- 
trict were II ret discovered by a farm- 
er who was looking for gold.

And If the goat lost the good name 
which he had possessed for four thou- 
sand years Just by beiug made 'for 
once the representative of a sinner, 
how deep must bo the stain of him 
whose type wonld suffer no? No 
wouder that Jesut . said all they 
whom the goat represented would go 
away into "everlasting punishment"!

one around. Consequently, a com- 
plete bath every day is a necessity for 
at least the first year of the baby's 
life, and should be a matter of regular 
routine. 

In the first place, the room in 
which baby is bathed should always 
be warm. As the kitchen may have 
a fire at any time durinir the year, in 
some homes it is often the most con- 
venient place to bathe the baby- A 
kitchen table will serve nicety as a 
place to set the baby's tub and bath 
articles. Another convenient place is 
the draining board of a sink, the bath 
blanket and basket beine; placed on 
thr board imd the tub down in the 
sink. Some mothers find it hard to 
stand up while bathing the baby and 
like the low table;-, that arc on the 
market for this purpose; these can be 
moved to any room in the house. I 
always found that I was slower when 
sittins down, and that the baby was 
more likely to get cross, but if one is 
weak it is much better to let the baby 
fret a little than to try one's strength, 

Jly babies seldom cried when I 
bathed them, and I think this wns dor 
partly to the fact that I never bathed 
them when they were hungry. About 
an. hour after the first morning feed- 
ing; is a good time to give baby his 
bath, although tasks such as this must 
be planned to fit in with the home 
routine. Most babies of more than a 
few weeks, if bathed just before Jeeii- 
insr time, are too hungry to enjoy the 
operation, and arc likely to prow red 
in the face like a turkey gobbler and 
broadcast to the neighbors the fact 
that they are bein^ abused. A bath 
always: makes a baby sleepy, and, un- 
less he has been spoiled, lie will sleep 
with a bottle of water afterward. 

Before taking up the baby for his 
bath everything shtjuld be in readi- 
ness. The tub, an oval-shaped pan of 
white cnainel, should bo placed at 
liand with water in it that feels con- 
veniently warm to the elbow. A bas- 
ket containing the necessary clothes 
should be within reach, and another 
container should have sterile olive oil, 
filtered boric acid (2 to 4 per cent.), 
sterile applicators made by rolling- ab- 
sorbent cotton on the ends of tooth-

Tf a crust has been formed on the 
baby's head, olive oil or white vaseline 
should be put on each night for 
several nights and washed off each 
morning'. It is never advisable to 
scrape a baby's head with a fine 
comb; a soft brush is advisable for 
the first few months, A large amount 
of scale in the hair is frequently an 
indication that the baby is physically 
below par and needs medical atten- 
tion.

AN IRONING TIP 

HEN it is necessary to iron a 
rough, dry garment at once, 
try this method: Dampen it, 
roll tight, wrap it in a cloth and then 
in paper, and put into the oven while 
the irons are heating.

GREAT is the first feed of greens! 
With what eagerness does the 
house-wife who "knows greens" 
go forth in search of the tender, suc- 
culent plants, so palatable and so sat- 
isfying, even though when cooking 
they may not smell the most savory. 
Provided with basket and bucket, and 
armed with paring knife or "butcher," 
now it is that mother, or perhaps it is 
some (laughter who has been rightly 
brought up, goes forth in Hcarch of 
greens. 

If mother is the hunter— and hap- 
pily here is one hunter who hasn't 
yet hail to take out a license— she 
knows the likely spots, knows where, 
year after year, she has found the 
plants needed for a feed of greens. In 
(he lot over there perchance lambs 
(jLiarters are known to be plentiful, 
but these alone do not constitute a 
well-balanced dish of greens; so after 
these are gathered the search con- 
tinues for dandelions and the whole 
long- list of the greens family — a fam- 
ily not aristocratic, bu'., like some 



folks, genuinely of a good quality. 

After a dish of greens has been 
gathered and the searcher has had a 
little outing, the whole lot must he 
picked over. Greens by themselves 
might not be palatable, 'hut when in 
cooking the good housewife adds a 
ham hock, a piece of bacon or a hog 
jowl, to the man who likes greens 
here is the dish delectable. 

In th Summer the system of the 
average individual seems to call for 
something green, Maybe the shelves 
of pantry or fruit, closet have come to 
look a good deal like Old Mother Hub- 
bard's cupboard; but even if they are 
not bare, the canned corn or "even 
fruits in tin or glass seem somehow to 
have lost their power as appetite 
agitalors. Now it is that, the 
ordinary mortal wants something new, 
so he turns to greens, and the better 
for the turn. Patent medicine pro- 
pounders would find their business 
less profitable if more folks knew 
the value of greens.
